In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Group I, claim(s) 1 , 13-24 and 29-34, drawn to a compliant substrate comprising 
a carrier, a thin layer, and a joining means. 

II. Group II, claim(s) 2-12 and 25-28, drawn to a process for fabricating a compliant 
substrate characterized in that the layer of microcavities is created through 
implantation by bombardment of one or more gas species. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of the application is the compliant substrate of claim 1 . However, the compliant 
substrate of claim 1 is known in the art. Specifically, Krimmel (US 4,140,546) teaches a 
monocrystalline layer formed on a substrate, even at low temperatures and on 
amorphous substrates (col 1 , lines 63+). The crystalline layer can be attained by an 
asymmetry of the crystal used as the substrate when the crystal is provided with a 
preferred orientated growth direction. A preferred orientated growth can be obtained via 
mechanical tension (col 3, line 13), a strong electrical field (col 3, line 16), or through the 
formation of surface irregularities by impinging ions (col 3, line 30). All three methods 
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read on pending claim 1 , wherein the first deposited monocrystalline layer reads on 
applicant's claimed thin layer. Additional monocrystalline layers may be provided on the 
substrate (col 1, lines 65+).
